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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The Amendment submitted on October 28, 2003, has been entered. Claim 8 has been 
amended. Therefore, the pending claims are 1 - 15. 

2. The drawings filed on October 28, 2003 are sufficient to overcome the objections to the 
drawings set forth in the previous Office Action. 

3. The objection to claim 8 set forth in the previous Office Action is withdrawn due to the 
Amendment which corrects the grammar. 

4. The 35 USC 102/103 rejection based on May (3,934,285) is overcome by the amendment 
since may fails to teach using a halogenated derivative of a polyurethane backbone as the binder 
in the nonwoven fabric. 

Election/Restrictions 

5. Applicant's election with traverse of Group II, claims 8 - 15 is acknowledged. The 
traversal is on the grounds that searching the method claims would not require additional work 
by the Examiner. This is not found persuasive because the two groups have attained recognition 
in the art as a separate subject for inventive effort, as demonstrated by their separate 
classifications and would require a different field of search (See MPEP § 808.02). 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Drawings 

6. The drawings were received on November 3, 2003. These drawings are accepted. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

7. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 
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The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

8. Claims 8 - 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claims contains subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. The flame retardant binder 
composition made from a halogenated derivative of a polyurethane backbone recited in claim 8

is not enable. A flame retardant composition based on a halogenated derivative of a 
polyurethane backbone cannot be found in any textbooks or in a search of the patents database. 
Further, the specific example Pyron 6135 mentioned in the examples cannot be found either. 
The name PYRON is a trademark which refers to PAN fibers which are fire retardant and one 
patent, US 5,437,690, discloses that pyron is a brominated chlorinated phosphonate flame 
retardant composition. However, no reference can be found which combines halogens with a 
polyurethane backbone to form a flame retardant composition. Should the backbone be 
phosphorus backbone which is combined with halogens to form a fire retardant composition? 
Since the polyurethane composition claimed by the Applicant, is not known or taught in the prior 
art, one of ordinary skill in the art would not be able to produce claimed product, since the 
disclosure does not teach how to make the binder having a halogenated derivative of a 
polyurethane backbone. Therefore, claims 8 - 15 are rejected.
